Berlin. Germany (by -wireless via 


Sayville, N. Y.), May 5—Following is 
the text of the note of the German 
government in reply to the American 
note respecting submarine warfare, 
delivered yesterday by Gottlieb von 
Jagow, the foreign secretary, to Am- 
bassador Gerard: 


"The undersigned, on behalf of the 


imperial German government, has the 
honor to present to his excellency, the 
ambassador of the United States, Mr. 
James W. Gerard, the following reply 
to the note of April 20 regarding the 
conduct of German submarine •war- 
fare: 


"The German government handed 


over to the proper naval authorities 
for early investigation the evidence 
concerning the Sussex as communi- 
cated by the government of the United 
States. Judging by the results that 
the investigation has hitherto yielded, 
the German government Is alive to the 
possibility that the ship mentioned in 
the note of April 10 as having been 
torpedoed by a German submarine is 
actually identical with the Sussex. 


Looking Into the Sussex Case. 


"The German government begs to 


reserve further communication on the 
matter until certain points are ascer- 
tained which aro of decisive import- 
ance for establishing the facts in the 
case. Should it turn out that the com- 
mander was wrong In assuming the 
veasel to be a man-of-war, the German 
government will not fail to draw the 
consequence resulting therefrom. 


"In connection with the case of the 


Sussex the government ot the United 
States made a series of statements the 
gist of which is the assertion that the 
incident is to be considered but one in- 
stance of a deliberate method of indis- 
criminate destruction of vessels of all 
sorts, nationalities and destinations by 
German submarine commanders. 


Repudiate Charge by U. S. 


"The German government must em- 


phatically repudiate the assertion. The 
German government, however, thinks 
It of little avail to enter into details 
in the present stage ot affairs, more 
particularly as, the government of the 
T'nited States omitted to substantiate 
the assertion by reference to concrete 
facts. 


"The German government will only 


state that it has imposed far-reaching 
restraints upon the use of the subma- 
rine weapon, solely in consideration of 
neutral interests, in spite of the fact 
that these restrictions are necessarily 
ot Advantage to Germany's enemies. 
No such consideration has ever been 
shown neutrals by Great Britain and 
her allies. 


Orders International Law Obeyed. 
"The 
German 
submarine 
forces 


have had, in fact, orders to conduct 
the submarine warfare in accordance 
•with the general principles of visit 
and search and the destruction of mer- 
chant vessels recognized by interna- 
tional law, the sole exception being 
the conduct of warfare against enemy 
trade carried on enemy freight ships 
encountered in the war zone sur- 
rounding Great Britain. With regard 
to these no assurances 
have ever 


been given to the government of the 
United States. 
No such assurances 


are contained in the declaration of 
February 8, 1916. 


"The German government cannot 


admit any doubt that these orders 
were given or are executed in good 
faith. Errors actually occurred. They 
can in no kind of warfare be avoided 
altogether. Allowances must be made 
In 
the 
conduct of naval 
warfare 


against an enemy resorting to all 
kinds of ruses, whether permissible or 
Illicit. 


Danger Can't Be Avoided. 


"But apart from the possibility of 


errors, naval warfare, just like war- 
fare on land, implies unavoidable dan- 
gers for neutral persons and goods en- 
tering the fighting zone. 
Even in 


cases where the naval action is con- 
fined to ordinary forms of cruiser 
warfare, neutral persons and goods re- 
peatedly come to grief. 


"The German government has re- 


peatedly and explicitly pointed out the 
dangers from mines that have led to 
the loss of numerous ships. 


Proposals Are Not Accepted. 


TThe German government has made 


several proposals to the government 


of the United States in order to re- 
duce to a minimum for American 
travelers and goods the inherent dan- 
gers of naval warfare. Unfortunately 
the government of the United States 
decided not to accept the proposals. 
Had It accepted, the government of 
the United States would have been in- 
strumental in preventing the greater 
part of the accidents that Americans 
have met with in the meantime. The 
German government still stands by its 
offer to come to an agreement along 
these lines. 


Can't Dispense With Submarine. 
"As the German government repeat- 


edly declared, it cannot dispense with 
the use of warfare against enemy 
trade. The German government, how- 
ever, has cow decided to make a fur- 
ther concession, adapting methods of 
submarine war to the interests of neu- 
trals. 


"In reaching this decision the Ger- 


man government is actuated by con- 
siderations which are above the level 
of the disputed question. 


"The German government attaches 


no less importance to the sacred prin- 
ciples of humanity than the govern- 
ment of the United States. It again 
fully takes into account that both 
governments for many years co-op- 
erated in developing international law 
In conformity with these principles, 
the ultimate object of which has al- 
ways been to confine warfare on sea 
and land to armed forces of belliger- 
ents and safeguard as far as possible 
noncombatants against the horrors of 


ir. 


Repeats Britain Is to Blame. 


"But although these considerations 


are of great weight, they alone would 
not under present circumstances have 
determined the attitude of the German 
government. 
For in answer to the 


appeal by the government of the Unit- 
ed States on behalf of the sacred prin-

Germany Desirous of Peace. 


"The German government, conscious 


of Germany's strength, twice within 
the last few months announced before 
the world its readiness to make peace 
on a basis safeguarding Germany's vi- 
tal interests, thus indicating that it is 
not Germany's fault if peace is still 
withheld from the nations of Europe. 


"The German government feels all |

clples of humanity and international 
law, the German government must re- 
peat once, more, with all emphasis, 
that it was not the German but the 
British government which ignored all 
accepted rules of international law 
and extended this terrible war to the 
lives and property of noncombatants, 
having no regard whatever for the in- 
terests and rights of neutrals and non- 
combatants who through this method 
of warfare have been severely injured. 


"In self-defense against the illegal 


conduct of British warfare, while fight- 
ing a bitter struggle for national ex- 
istence, Germany had to resort to the 
hard but effective weapon of subma- 
rine warfare. 


Discrimination Is Charged. 


"As matters stand, the German gov- 


ernment cannot but reiterate regret 
that 
the 
sentiments 
of humanity 


which the government of the United 
States extends with such fervor to 
the unhapy victims of submarine war- 
fare aro not extended with the same 
warmth of feeling to many millions 
of women and children who, accord- 
ing to the avowed intention of the 
British government, shall be starved, 
and who, by their sufferings, shall 
force the victorious armies of the cen- 
tral powers into ignominious capitu- 
lation. 
The German government, in 


agreement with the German people, 
fails to understand this discrimination, 
all the more as it has repeatedly and 
explicitly declared itself ready to use 
the submarine weapon in strict con- 
formity with the rules of international 
laws as recognized before tha outbreak 
of the war if Great Britain likewise 
was ready to adapt her conduct of war- 
fare to these rules. 


Britain Did Not Heed America. 


"Several attempts made by the gov- 


ernment of the United States to pre- 
vail upon the British government to 
act accordingly failed because of flat 
refusal on the part of the British gov- 
ernment. 
Moreover, Great 
Britain 


again and again has violated interna- 
tional law, surpassing all bounds in 
outraging neutral rights. The latest 
measure adopted by Great Britain de- 
claring German bunker coal contra- 
band and establishing conditions un- 
der which English bunker coal alone 
is supplied to neutrals is nothing but 
an unheard-o? attempt by way of 
exaction to force neutral tonnage into 
the service of British trade. 


Severely Chides United States. 


"The German people know that the 


government of the United States has 
the power to confine the war to armed 
forces of the belligerent countries in 
the interest of humanity and mainte- 
nance of international law. 
The gov- 


ernment of the United States would 
have been certain of attaining this end 
had it been determined to insist 
against Great Britain on the incontro- 
vertible rights to freedom of the seas. 
But as matters stand the German peo- 
ple are under the impression that the 
government of the United States, 
while demanding that Germany, strug- 
gling for existence, shall restrain the 
use of an effective weapon, and while 
making compliance with these de- 
mands a condition for maintenance of 
relations with Germany, confines it- 
self to protests against illegal meth- 
ods adopted by Germany's enemies. 
Moreover, the German people know 
to what considerable extent its ene- 
mies are supplied with all kinds of war 
material from the United States, 


Belittles Plea of Humanity. 


"It will, therefore, be understood that 


the appeal made by the government of 
the United States to sentiments of hu- 
manity and principles of international 
law cannot under the circumstances 
meet the same hearty response from 
tha German people which such an ap- 
peal otherwise is certain to find here. 
If the German government, neverthe- 
less, Is resolved to go to the utmost 
limit of concessions it has been guid- 
ed not alone by the friendship connect-

sponsibiiity could not be borne be- 
fore the forum of mankind and in his- 
tory if, after 21 months of the war's 
duration, the submarine question un- 
der discussion between the German 
government and the government of the 
United States were to take a turn seri- 
ously

Anxious to Prevent Clash. 


"As far as lies with ths German gov- 


ernment it wishes to prevent things 
from taking such a course. The Ger- 
man government, however, is prepared 
to do its utmost to confine operations 
of the war for the rest of its dura- 
tion to the fighting forces of the bellig- 
erents, thereby also insuring freedom 
of the seas, a principle upon which the 
German government believes, now as 
before, that it is in agreement with 
the government of the United States. 


To Warn Ships and Save Lives. 
"The German government, guided by 


this idea, notifies the government of 
the United States that German naval 
forces have received the following or- 
der: 


" 'In accordance with the general 


principles of Visit and search and the 
destruction of merchant vessels rec- 
ognized by international law, such ves- 
sels, both within and without the area 
declared a naval war zone, shall not 
be sunk without warning and without 
saving human lives unless the ship 
attempt to escape or offer resistance.' 


"But neutrals cannot expect that 


Germany, forced to fight for existence, 
shall for the bake of neutral interests 
restrict the use of an effective weapon 
if the enemy is permitted to continue 
to apply at will methods of warfare 
violating rules of international law. 
Such a demand would be incompatible 
with the character of neutrality, and 
the German government is convinced 
that the government of the United 
States does not think of making a de- 
mand, knowing that the government of 
the 
United States repeatedly de- 


clares that 
it 
is 
determined 
to 


restore 
the 
principle 
of 
freedom 


of the seas, from whatever quarter it 
has been violated. 


Asks for Demand on Britain. 


"Accordingly the German govern- 


ment is confident that in consequence 
of the new orders Issued to the naval 
forces the government of the United 
States will also now consider all im- 
pediments removed which may have 
been in the way of mutual co-opera- 
tion toward restoration of the free- 
dom of the seas during the war, as 
suggested in the note of July 23, 1915, 
and it does not doubt that the govern- 
ment of the United States will now de- 
mand and insist that the British gov- 
ernment shall forthwith observe the 
rules of international law universally 
recognized before the war, as laid 
down in the notes presented by the 
government of the United States to 
the British government December 28, 
1914, and November 5, 1915. 


"Should steps taken by the govern- 


ment of the United States not attain 
the object it desires, to have the laws 
of humanity followed by all belliger- 
ent nations, the German government 
would then be facing a new situation, 
in which it must reserve to Itself com- 
plete liberty of decision. 


"The undersigned avails himself of 


this opportunity to renew to the Amer- 
ican ambassador assurances of high- 
eat consideration." 


VON JAGOW. 


Says That Master of Submarine 


Believed Vessel Was Ene- 


my's Warship. 


Washington, May 11.—Germany no- 


tified the United States she would ac- 
cept full responsibility for the torpe- 
doing of the Sussex and that the sub- 
marine commander already had been 
punished for failing to exercise proper 
judgment. The commander, says the 
German note, thought he was attack- 
ing an auxiliary warship. 


Germany admits that in this in- 


stance her assurances for the safety 
of passenger vessels were violated. 
She offers to pay indemnity for all 
American injuries. 


Accept American Evidence. 


The German government confesses 


that it was in error believing that 
the Sussex had not been the victim 
of a German undersea boat. 
The 


American evidence is accepted as 
proving conclusively the submarine's 
guilt. 


The text of the note follows: 
"Supplanting his note of the 4th 


Instant,'concerning the conduct of the 
German submarine warfare, the un- 
dersigned has the honor to inform his 
excellency, the American ambassador, 
Mr. James W. Gerard, that the fur- 
ther investigation made by the Ger- 
man naval authorities concerned, in 
regard to the French steamship Sus- 
sex, on the basis of the Afflerican 
material, has been concluded in the 
meantime. 


Admit U-Boat Was to Blame. 


"In conforming with the result of 


this investigation, the assumption ex- 
pressed in the note of the undersigned 


acter 
in accordance with the strict instruc- 
tion which called upon him to exer- 
cise particular care. 


"In view o£ these circumstances the 


German government frankly admits 
that the assurance given to the Amer- 
ican government, in accordance with 
which passenger vessels were not to 
be attacked without warning has not 
been adhered to in the present case 
As was intimated by the undersigned 
in the note of the fourth instant, the 
German government does not hesitate 
to draw from this resultant conse- 
quences. 


"It therefore expresses to the Amer- 


ican government its sincere regret re- 
garding the deplorable incident and 
declares its readiness to pay an ade- 
quate indemnity to the injured Amer- 
ican citizens. 


"It also disapproved of the conduct 


of the commander, who has been ap- 
propriately punished. 


"Expressing the hope that the Amer- 


ican government will consider the 
case of the Sussex as settled by these 
statements, 
trie undersigned avails 


himself of this occasion to renew to 
the ambassador the assurance of his 
highest consideration.

man government knowledge of the cir- 
cumstances connected with the torpe- 
doing of the Sussex, the more so as 
apart from the points enumerated m 
the note of the 10th ultimo, the fol- 
lowing facts had come to the atten- 
tion of the admiralty staff of the navy 
through reliable information: 


"March 24, 1916, approximately at 


the time the Sussex, an auxiliary war- 
ship, left the port of Folkestone with 
a large transport of British infantry 
on board; on the same day a trans- 
port steamer was torpedoed in the 
channel; a few minutes preceding the 
explosion on the 
Sussex she had 


passed through a mass of ship wreck- 
age, which created the impression 
that a ship had been sunk at that 
spot shortly before. 


"All these facts justified the con- 


clusion that the only torpedo which 
could be considered under the cir- 
cumstances had struck the British 
war vessel, whereas the Sussex had 
met with an accident in some other 
way., 


"However, on the basis of the Amer- 


ican material, the German govern- 
ment cannot withhold its conviction 
that the ship torpedoed by the Ger- 
man submarine is in fact identical 
with the Sussex, for in accordance 
with this material the time, the place 
and the effect of the explosion by 
which the Sussex was damaged agree 
in the essential details with the state- 
ments of the German commander, so 
that there can no longer be any ques- 
tion of the possibility of two inde- 
pendent occurrences. 


"An additional reason is constitut- 


ed in the fact that officers of the 
American navy found fragments of an 
explosive in the hold of the Sussex 
which are described by them upon 
firm grounds as parts of a German 
torpedo. 
Error in Pictures Caused Confusion. 


"Finally the counter-evidence which 


was deduced in the note of the 10th 
ultimo from the difference in appear- 
ance of the vessel described by the 
submarine commander, and the only 
reproduction of the Sussex then avail- 
able, has proven to be untenable, in- 
asmuch as according to a photograph 
of the damaged Sussex now at hand 
the 
characteristic 
distinctions 
no 


longer existed. 


"While the Sussex in the photo- 


graph of Daily Graphic (inclosed in 
the note) only carried one mast and 
also showed the white gangway cus- 
tomary on passenger vessels on the 
level with the portholes 0. W. S., the 
reproduction of the damaged Sussex 
shows a second mast and a uniform 
dark color and thus approaches in he 
outer appearance the description of 
the vessel as furnished by the subma- 
rine commander. 
Submarine Commander Is Punished. 


"In view of the general impression 


of all the facts at hand, the German 
government considers it beyond doubt 
that the commander of the submarine 
acted in the bona fide belief that he 
was facing an enemy warship. On 
the other hand, it c&nnot be denied 
that, misled by the appearance of the 
vessel, under the pressure of the cir-

The relation 
of Ireland to Dublin castle is, in this 
respect, precisely the same as the 
Balkan states toward Turkey or Bel- 
gium toward the kaiser, or of the 
United States to Great Britain. 


"Until Dublin castle is superseded 


by a national parliament and Ireland 
is voluntarily incorporated with the 
British empire, like Canada, Australia, 
or South Africa, an Irishman resort- 
ing to arms to achieve the independ- 
ence of his country is doing only what 
Englishmen will do if invaded and 
conquered by the Germans. 


"Such an Irishman Is as much In 


order morally in accepting assistance 
from the Germans as England is in 
accepting the assistance of Russia in 
a struggle with Germany. The fact 
that he knows that his enemies will 
not respect his rights if they catch 
him, and that he must fight with a 
rope around his neck, adds in some 
measure to his glory in the eyes of 
disinterested admirers of patriotism 
throughout the world. 


"The slaughter of a man in this po- 


sition makes him a martyr and a he- 
ro. The shot Irishmen will now take 
their places beside Emmet and the 
Manchester martyrs in Ireland and 


J beside the heroes in Poland, Serbia, 


and Belgium in Europe. Nothing in 
heaven or earth can prevent it. 


"I am not a Sinn Feiner. I have 


always insisted it was the duty of 
Ireland to throw herself with all her 
force against the Germans and Aus- 
trians. But I remain an Irishman, 
and resent any imputation that I can 
regard as a traitor any Irishman tak- 
en in a fight for Irish independence 
against British government."

BRITISH FREE TEUTONS 


Glen Springs and Boquillas Attacked 


—Entire Guard of Nine Troopers 


Killed or Wounded. 


El Paso, Tex., May 9.—The Colum- 


bus raid was repeated by Mexicans 
under Colonel Cervantes, a Villa com- 
mander, at Glen Springs, 85 miles 
south of Marathon, Tex., and ten 
miles north of the border, last Friday 
night. Three members of Troop A, 
Fourteenth cavalry, and one civilian 
boy are known to havo been killed. 
Six members of Troop A, which con- 
stituted the remainder of the cavalry 
detachment, were wounded. 


A number of American civilians are 


said to be missing from the district. 


While the raid was being made at 


Glen Springs another band of Mexi- 
cans appeared at the store of J. Deem- 
er, which is the source of supplies 
for a small mining settlement 25 
miles to the north. The store was 
looted. Deemer and his clerk, L. Mc- 
Coy, were made prisoners and car- 
ried back toward the border. 
They 


are both reported to have been killed. 


Saturday night the raiders appeared 


again at Boquillas, on the American 
side of the border, 18 miles north of 
the Mexican town of Boquillas del 
Carmen. The seven employees of the 
International Mines company sought 
refuge in the mine tunnel and were 
defending themselves against great 
odds when last beard from.

Association for Study and Prevention 


of Tuberculosis Is In Session 


at Washington. 


Washington, 
May 
11.-—The fight 


against tuberculosis is gradually be- 
ing won, Dr. Charles J. Hatfleld, execu- 
tiye secretary of the National Associa- 
tion for the Study and Pravention o'f 
Tuberculosis, told the delegates to the 
twelfth annual meeting of the associa- 
tion at the opening meeting here to- 
day. The tuberculosis death rate in 
the larger cities of the country shows 
an average decline for the last ten 
years of 20 per cent and in some cities 
of more than SO per cent. The agen- 
cies in the antituberculosis fight now 
number 3,500. 


Announcement was mads of a gift 


of $100,000 to the association by Dr. 
E. R. Baldwin, president of the body. 
The gift is from the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance company and is for the pur- 
pose of demonstrating by a communi- 
ty experiment for three years that 
tuberculosis can be controlled just the 
same as any other infectious disease. 
It is planned to select a town or city 
of about 5,000 inhabitants, probably in 
New York or Massachusetts and to ap- 
ply there all of the knowledge on the 
treatment and prevention of tubercu- 
losis available. 


Allies Bring Down Dirigible, Making 


a Total of Thirty-One Vic- 


tims in War. 


London, May 8.—Two more Zep- 


pelins were destroyed on Friday by 
allied gunfire, making three of the 
German dirigibles destroyed within 
three days and a total of 31 officially 
reported wrecked since the start of 
the war. 


Of the two latest victims one was 


brought down by one of the British 
light cruiser squadrons off the Schles- 
wig coast and the other was brought 
down after a raid on Saloniki, only 
one of its crew of 30 escaping. 


The Zeppelin L-20 was blown ashore 


on the Norwegian coast after return- 
ing from a raid on the east coast of 
England and Scotland.

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ESTIMATING AGE OF EARTH 


Geologists Have Differed Greatly as 


to the Time It Has-Been In 


Existence. 


As long ago as I860 John Phillips, 


the geologist, estimated that the time 
required for the deposition of the stra- 
tified rocks lay between 38,000,000 and 
96,000,000 years. This was probably 
the-, only estimate prior to Kelvin's 
epoch-making paper of 1S62. 
Since 


that time many estimates have been 
made, varying all the way from 17,000,- 
000 years to 400,000,000 years. Kelvin 
was the first to discuss the age of the 
earth considered as a cooling body. 
In 1893 Clarence King introduced the 
important criterion of tidal stability 
and reached the conclusion that 24,- 
000,000 represented the conditions. 
This result was adopted by Kelvin In 
1897, and then he placed the limits as" 
20,000,000 and 40,000,000 years. Only 
Sir George, Darwin has discussed the 
age of the earth from a purely astro- 
nomical point of view. Prom his theory 
of the earth-moon system he derived 
an estimate of more than 56,000.000

4, 1915, its submarine policy, now hap- 
pily abandoned, the government of tha 
United Stales has been constantly 
guided and restrained by motives of 
friendship in Us patient efforts to 
bring to an amicable settlement tho 
critical questions arising from that pol- 
icy. 
Accepting tho imperial govern- 


ment's declaration of its abandonment 
of the policy which lias so seriously 
menaced the good relations between 
tho two countries, the government of 
the United States will rely upon a 
scrupulous execution henceforth of tho 
now altered policy of the Imperial gov- 
ernment, such as will remove tho prin- 
cipal danger to an interruption of the 
good relations existing between the- 
United States and Germany. 


"The 
government of tho United 


States fools it necessary to state that 
it (akes for granted that the imperial 
government does not intend to imply 
that the maintenance of its newly an- 
nounced policy Is in any way contin- 
gent upon the course or result of dip- 
lomatic negotiations between tho gov- 
ernment of tho United States and any 
other belligerent government, notwith- 
standing tho fact that certain pas- 
sages In tho Imperial government's 
note of the 4th Instant might appear 
to be susceptfnle of that construction.

MEXICANS RAID U. S. 


THREE SOLDIERS AND BOY SHOT 


TO DEATH IN TEXAS. 


Glen Springs and Boquillas Attacked 


—Entire Guard of Nine Troopers 


Killed or Wounded. 


El Paso, Tex., May 9.—The Colum- 


bus raid was repeated by Mexicans 
under Colonel Cervantes, a Villa com- 
mander, at Glen Springs, So miles 
south of Marathon, Tex., and ten 
miles north of the border, last Friday 
night. 
Three members of Troop A, 


Fourteenth cavalry, and one civilian 
boy are known to havo been killed. 
Six members of Troop A, which con- 
stituted the remainder of the cavalry 
detachment, were wounded. 


A number of American civilians are 


said to be missing from the district. 


While tho raid was being made at 


Glen Springs another band of Mexi- 
cans appeared at the store of J. Deem- 
er, which is the source of supplies 
for a small mining settlement 25 
miles to the north. The store was 
looted. Deemer and his clerk, L. Mc- 
Coy, were made prisoners and car- 
ried back toward the border. 
They 


are both reported to have been killed. 


Saturday night the raiders appeared 


again at Boquillas, on the American 
side of the border, IS miles north of 
tbe Mexican town of Boquillas del 
Carmen. Tbe seven employees of tbe 
International Mines company sought 
refuge in the mine tunnel and wore 
defending themselves against great 
odds when last heard from.

ESTIMATING AGE OF EARTH 


Geologists Have Differed Greatly as 


to the Time It Has-Been in 


Existence. 


As long ago as I860 John Phillips, 


the geologist, estimated that the time 
required for tbe deposition of the stra- 
tified rocks lay between 38,000,000 and 
9e.OUO.000 years. This was probably 
the«. only estimate prior to Kelvin's 
epoch-making paper of 1S62. 
Since 


that time many estimates have been 
made, varying all the way from 17,000,- 
000 years to 400,000,000 years. Kelvin 
was the first to discuss the age of the 
eartn considered as a cooling body. 
In 1893 Clarence King introduced the 
important criterion of tidal stability 
and reached the conclusion that 24,- 
000,000 represented the 
conditions. 


This result was adopted by Kelvin In 
1S97, and then he placed the limits as 
20,000,000 and 40,000,000 years. Only 
Sir George, Darwin has discussed the 
age of the earth from a purely astro- 
nomical point of view. From his-theory 
of the earth-moon system he derived 
an estimate of more than 66.000.000

Association for Study and Prevention 


of Tuberculosis Is In Session 


at Washington. 


Washington, 
May 11.—The fight 


against tuberculosis is gradually be- 
ing won, Dr. Charles J. Hatfleld, execu- 
tive secretary of the National Associa- 
tion for the Study and Prevention of 
Tuberculosis, told the delegates to the 
twelfth annual meeting of the associa- 
tion at the opening meeting here to- 
day 
The tuberculosis death rate in 


the larger cities of the country shows 
an average decline for the last ten 
years of 20 per cent and in some cities 
of more than 30 per cent. The agen- 
cies in the antituberculosis fight now 
number 3,500. 
Announcement was made of a gift 


of $100,000 to the association by Dr. 
E R. Baldwin, president of the body. 
The gift is from the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance company and is for the pur- 
pose of demonstrating by a communi- 
ty experiment for three years that 
tuberculosis can be controlled just the 
same as any other infectious disease. 
It is planned to select a town or city 
of about 5,000 inhabitants, probably in 
New York or Massachusetts and to ap- 
ply there all of the knowledge on the 
treatment and prevention of tubercu- 
losis available. 


London, May S.—Two more Zep- 


pelins were destroyed on Friday by 
allied gunfire, making three of the 
German dirigibles destroyed within 
three days and a total of 31 officially 
reported wrecked since tho start of 
the war. 


Of the two latest victims one was 


brought down by one of the British 
light cruiser squadrons off the Schles- 
wig coast and the other was brought 
down after a raid on Saloniki, only 
one of its crew of 30 escaping.

Chicory Cultivation. 


Chicory, so extensively raised in 


France, is harvested either by hand 
or by plowing. As fast as the plants 
in one line are pulled the roots are 
gathered in heaps after the removal 
of the leaves and are roughly cleaned. 
They are then transported to the fac- 
tories, where they are mechanically 
washed in flowing water and dumped 
on a perforated conveyer that permits 
them to drain while traveling toward 
the root-cutters. The roots) when cut 
in small pieces, are conveyed to the 
malt kilns or special driers, where 
they remain thirty-six hours or more, 
and after cooling are bagged. 
The 


chicory, having now become friable, 
passes into a series of crushers: after 
each crushing the broken material is 
passed through sifters that divide it 
into four grades. Prom the crushers 
the chicory goes to the roasting re- 
torts and then receives a final manip- 
ulation, that of tinting, which consists 
in giving the grains a coating of im- 
palatable chicory dust. The last oper- 
ation is that of packing the chicory, 
either by hand or by machinery.

Chicory Cultivation. 


Chicory, so extensively raised in 


France, is harvested either by hand 
or by plowing. As fast as the plants 
in one line are pulled the roots are 
gathered in heaps after the removal 
of the leaves and are roughly cleaned. 
They are then transported to the fac- 
tories, where they are mechanically 
washed in flowing water and dumped 
on a perforated conveyer that permits 
them to drain while traveling toward 
the root-cutters. The roots) when cut 
In small pieces, are conveyed to the 
malt kilns or special driers, where 
they remain thirty-six hours or. more, 
and after cooling are bagged. 
The 


chicory, haying now become friable, 
passes into a series of crushers: after 
each crushing the broken material is 
passed through sifters that divide it 
Into four grades. From the crushers 
the chicory goes to the roasting re- 
torts and then receives a final manip- 
ulation, that of tinting, which consists 
in giving the grains a coating of im- 
palatable chicory dust. The last oper- 
ation is that of packing the chicory, 
either by hand or by machinery.

tice. 


Perhaps it is not altogether fair to 


call this chamber of horrors our com- 
munal attic, since to be completely 
representative it should gather also 
those more wholesome relics of a peo- 
ple's activities which eventually find 
their lodgment in museums. And yet 
until this criminal courts attic more 
nearly resembles in contents of asso-

Thus might any of the affections of 
the throat, nose and lungs, to say 
nothing of the more serious diseases 
that manifest themselves in sores of 
the mouth, be transmitted. 


It is to safeguard against this that

patented a sterilizer for pencils. These 
are put in a rack, their point being 
immersed in formalin gas, which kills 
any germs that may be upon them. 
Mr. Mathis says it will cost $1 a year 
to sterilize the pencils of a school 
with his device.

into useful, ambitious citizens 
It 


teaches them everything from trades to dancing 
from wood-turning to wneless telegraphy. 
The 


melting pot is Lane Technical school, the most

For the Backward Boys. 


Lane's pre-vocational department is one of Its 


most successful features. In every city, there are 
boys of fifteen, sixteen or seventeen, who, because 
of sickness, financial conditions or change of resi- 
dence, have been backward in their classes. Usu- 
ally these boys drop out of school and go to work, 
poorly prepared to enter into competition with 
other boys. 
The pre-vocational 
department is 


especially for the boys who are delinquent injhe 
grade schools. It gives the "motor type" of boy an 
opportunity to make up his work. Instead of be- 
ing in a grade school among the little fellows, 
among whom he feels ashamed, he is part of a big 
high school with boys his own age. His interest 
is awakened by being allowed to do things—he is 
taught technical shop work and usually leaves 
school capable of earning an honorable livelihood. 


The laboratories at Lane are well equipped. 


There are three, the biological, physical and chem- 
ical. Aquariums, with large collections of fish, 
frogs, snails and turtles interest some students. 
There is a wireless telegraph outfit, electric light 
testing machines, an X-ray outfit, a model dynamo 
and motors. Boys who come to Lane without 
definite ambitions, soon find just the things to in- 
terest and develop them. 


Interesting Shop Work. 


The shops at Lane have proved Interesting to 


educators all over the world. In the wood shops 
there are examples of the work of the students:

Thirty Helpful Clubs. 


Over thirty clubs help the social side of the 


school. Nearly all of them aie open to any stu- 
dent who is interested, for Lane is absolutely dem- 
ocratic in spirit 
Some of the clubs are the Wire- 


less club, the Mathematics club, the Debating 
club, the Camera club, the Dramatic club, the 
Sketch club, the German club, the Economics club, 
the Skating club and the Civics Industrial club. 


Lane is not just for poor people. Some of the 


students arrive in their automobiles. A famous in- 
terior decorator is taking a course at Lane which 
will teach him about enameling woods, something 
he could not learu anywhere else in Chicago. A 
sculptor is taking a course in forging, because it 
will help him in the molding and casting of 
statues. Artistic women are learning how to make 
hand-wrought silver. 
But, in spite of this, the 


most popular students are those who are working 
their way through school. The majority of Lane 
boys, in fact, are working their way. 


Students Who Work. 


Under the direction of William J. Bogan, prin- 


cipal of Lane and noted educator, a man who un- 
derstands youths, hundreds of positions are ob- 
tained for boys who must work for their board 
and clothing, These positions range from ushers 
in movie shows to workers in electric shops 
All 


of them teach the boys to be self-reliant and inde- 
pendent and most of them ara along tha line of 
work that the boy wishes to take up when he has 
left school. 


To young and old Lane high school offers hun- 


dreds of opportunities. Servians, Germans, Rus- 
sians, Chinese, Japanese and Filipinos in Chicago 
are gaining there a real national spirit and a real 
education. Hundreds ofi Americans are obtaining 
knowledge that will lead them to better positions 
and higher earnings 
The school motto is "There 


is no royal road to learning, but there is an opes 
Lane," and the thousands who attend prove that 
they are anxious to take advantage of the "open 
Lane."

Sterilizer for School Pencils. 


In many public schools where the 


children do not own tlielr individual 
pencils, hut where theso are distribut- 
ed and collected by tho teachers, it 
has been felt that infectious diseases 
might easily be communicated from 
otio child to another by the pencils. 
I''or boys and girls have a habit of 
chewing or sucking tho ends of their 
pencils, and the germs of the many 
diseases that lurk in the mouth are 
thus transferred to the soft wood. 
Thus might any of tho affections o 
tho throat, nose and lungs, to say 
nothing of the more serious diseases 
that manifest themselves in sores o 
the mouth, be transmitted. 


It is to safeguard against this that 


E. S. Mathls of Haddonfleld, N. J., has 
patented a sterilizer Cor pencils. These 
are put in a rack, their point being 
immersed In formalin gas, which kills 
any germs that may bo upon them. 
Mr. Mathls says It will cost $1 a year 
to sterilixe the pencils of a school 
with liis device. 


Fortune In Waste Paper Basket. 
The days when poor men may pros 


pect for gold are pretty well past, but 
it seems as though a substitute, per- 
haps less picturesque and exciting, 
offers itself in the waste paper baskets 
of business corporations. 


Not very long ago tho Hemingway 


Paper Stock company purchased from 
tho banking firm of. Townsend, Whelen 
& Co., in Philadelphia, a batch of old 
correspondence and papers, to be used 
as paper pulp. The price paid was $70. 


An employee of the purchasing firm 


began going over the documents and 
lottors and discovered a great number 
of old, foreign stamps. He reported the 
matter to his employers and they or- 
dered htm to go through the whole lot 
and pick out ovary stamp that seemed 
unusual. 
A vast number wero col- 


lected and when shown to A. F. Her- 
l<els, president of the Philadelphia 
Stamp club, he appraised their value 
at over $75,000, thus giving the firm a 
profit of more than a thousand dollars 
on each dollar of their purchase.

amount to much as long as the bulk ol immigra- 
tion earns from western Europe—from Germany, 
England, Ireland, France, Norway, Sweden, Den- 
mark. In fact, America sorely needed these sturdy 
folk, who came here to be oue with us under the 
Stars and Stripes. 


But ot late years most of the immigration has 


been from Itussia, Italy, eastern Austria, European 
and Asiatic Turkey—and the Lord only knows 
wiierc else. In this country they generally herd in 
city settlements, for the most part a dirty, ig- 
norant burden to city communities. They don't 
"mix" with us. They don't become a part of our 
citizenship. Their traditions and ideals and con- 
ceptions of the American soeial order are not ours. 
They're a sort of indigestible lump in our gizzard. 


Cities Tackle 
Job. 


Almost with the bravery of desiiair the larger 


cities—New York, Chicago, Cleveland, Pittsburgh, 
Rochester, where low-class immigrants are espe- 
cially heavy in numbers—have set out to perform 
the task of making citizens of this unpromising 
material. The public schools are the most useful 
Instruments for the purpose at hand. 


Our city schools are becoming great "melting 


pots" for all races and creeds. Our small cities, 
our towns and our rural stretches do not have to 
face this great problem's solution directly, but the 
general welfare of the nation depends on how well 
tho cities meet the task. We are, and we should 
be, interested, encouraging onlookers. 


This is really a story about the work being done 


in one big high school in Chicago, a-city with a 
very large foreign population. 
In 
one 
grade 


school room there are children of seventeen dis- 
tinct nationalities. Just consider the task of mak- 
ing good, patriotic Americans of all of them— 
Japanese, Chinese, Turks and the rest. It's be- 
ing done, though. And there's a hint in this story 
of what we can do to make our local schools more 
useful to us than they are. 


Real Melting Pot. 


The real melting pot of Chicago is situated less 


than a mile from tho city's business center. It is 
a melting pot that takes boys and giris, old men 
and graying women representing twenty national- 
ities and turns them from lonesome, bewildered 
strangers 
into useful, ambitious citizens. 
It 


teaches them everything from trades to dancing, 
from wood-turning to wireless telegraphy. 
The 


melting pot is Lane Technical school, the most 
remarkable of all Chicago's public schools and one 
of the most wonderful schools In the world. ]t baa 
a teaching staff of more than a hundred and fifty, 
more than eighty classrooms and about eight thou- 
sand pupils, with the largest uightschool in the 
world. 


Lane teaches almost every subject imaginable, 


from the sixth grade of grammar school to the 
second year of college. 
It teaches steam and 


electrical engineering, carpentry and agriculture. 
It 
teaches 
salesmanship and 
advertising. 
It 


teaches stenography, bookkeeping and designing. 
It teaches hundreds o£ other useful subjects. And, 
of course, every subject at Lane is free. 
Lane 


teaches, too, the love of work, how to make friends 
and how to find a place in the world. 


Instead of opening at nine and closing at four, 


as the majority of schools do, Lane is open all day 
and all evening. It opens at eight in the morning. 
At 3:30 it starts special training for trades appren- 
tices. 


Night Student Classes. 


From 5:30 until 9:30, the night students take 


possession. Nearly all of the night students are 
employed at hundreds of different occupations dur- 
ing the day, but, though they are tired after their 
day's work, they seize the opportunities at Lane 
to learn new languages, new trades or to fit them- 
selves for higher wages in the trades at which 
they work during the day. 


There is a class in metallurgy for foundry fore- 


men, courses in automobile engineering and re- 
enforced concrete. There is a valuable class, too, 
to which young men may go if they are in 'doubt 
as to which trade or profession they would be 
best suited! The vocational class prevents square 
pegs in round holes. Expert psychologists ques- 
:lon the members of the class and advise them aa 
;o their future. 


If you don't see'what you -want, ask for it," Is 


Jane's advice to seekers for knowledge. If several 
men or women want to study some subject that is 
not included in the regular courses they sign a 
>etition and a new class, under expert instruction, 
s started. Some of the new classes are journal- 
sm, copper work and automobile 
construction. 


Last, year, advertising and Spanish were new sub- 
sets, but this year they take their places as reg- 
ular classes. 


Opportunities for Girls. 


For the girl who works during the day, Lane 


>roves especially inviting and valuable. It is hard 
o get acquainted in a city. A young man can go 
out alono at night. A girl, busy all day, has little 
time to make friends. It is pretty lonesome to 
spend evening after evening alone in a little room. 
It isn't necessary in Chicago, for Lane is ready to 
take care of lonesome girls, to give them a pleas- 
ant time and valuable instruction.

The girls have a chance to practice the dances, 


for one niglit each week there is a big dance at 
Lane, •which hundreds of students attend. 
The 


dances are under the supervision of principal and 
teachers, and these social evenings do much to- 
ward strengthening Lane's school spirit. Lane is 
a real social center. 
_ 
They Learn to Sew. 


Dancing is not the only thing offered to girls at 


the nightschool. There are classes in hand and 
machine sewing, in the use of patterns and in fit- 
ting and designing. Young women make dresses, 
suits and party frocks, both for themselves and 
others. They learn to make hats, too, designing 
the hat, making the frame, covering it and trim- 
ming the hat. 


The Lane publications are things of which both 


students and faculty are proud, for the Lane Tech 
Dally is the only daily newspaper in the United 
States that is both published and printed by stu- 
dents of a high school. Members of the journal- 
ism class write the news for the daily, others edit 
it, still others set type, make up the paper and run 
tb.9 presses. The Daily keeps the pupils posted 
on all school news. 
The pupils o£ the evening 


school issue an eight-page weekly paper, the Lane 
1 ech News. Any pupil at Lane may write for the 
News or the Daily. 


For pupils with literary ambitions, there Is the 


Lane Tech Prep, a monthly magazine, full of short 
stories, essays and even playlets. 


For the Backward Boys. 


Lane's pre-vocational department Is one of Its 


most successful "features. In every city, there are 
boys of fifteen, sixteen or seventeen, who, because 
of sickness, financial conditions or change of resi- 
dence, have been backward in their classes. Usu- 
ally these boys drop out of school and go to work, 
poorly prepared to enter into competition with 
other boys. 
The pre-vocational 
department is 


especially for the boys who are delinquent in the 
grade schools. It gives the "motor type" of boy an 
opportunity to make up his work. Instead of be- 
ing in a grade school among the little fellows, 
among whom he feels ashamed, he is part of a big 
high school with boys his own age. His interest 
Is awakened by being allowed to do things—he is 
taught technical shop work and usually leaves 
school capable of earning an honorable livelihood. 


The laboratories at Lane are well equipped. 


There are three, the biological, physical and chem- 
ical. Aquariums, with large collections of fish, 
frogs, snails and turtles interest some students. 
There is a wireless telegraph outfit, electric light 
testing machines, an X-ray outfit, a model dynamo 
and motors. Boys who come to Lane without 
definite ambitions, soon find just the things to in- 
terest and develop them. 


Interesting Shop Work. 


The shops at Lane have proved interesting to 


educators all over the world. In the wood shops 
there are examples of the work of the students:

amount of Winter killing of clover 
due to ice sheets covering the fields. 
Farmers who have lost portions of 
their clover crop's are turning to 
other plants in order to having the 
proper forage for carrying through 
their stock the coming year. While 
Wisconsin farmers realize there are 
but lew crops that are equal to clo- 
ver, 
they have at their command 


several others which in critical times 
make good .substitutes. Among these 
peas and oats are listed. 


R. A. Moore, secretary of the Wis- 


consin Agricultural Experiment As- 
sociation, is urging farmers to plow 
immediately the land on which the 
clover lias been killed. 
Oats and 


peas may be sowed on it at the rate 
of two bushels of oats and one bushel 
of peas per acre. 
All farm animals 


relish good pea and oat hay. 


German, Hungarian, or Japanese 


millets make exceedingly good hay. 
"These," says Mr. Moore, "can only 
lie grown on the richer soils as sandy 
soils will not produce millets to ad- 
van tasre. 
Millet is sown the 
first 


week "or ten days of June at the 
rate of about one bushel per acre. 
They grow very rapidly and produce 
jin abundance of good forage which 
is about equal to timothy in feeding 
value. 
"For ihifse who have sandy lands 


I presume nothing could be secured 
that would so nearly take the place 
of clovers as the soy bean. 
These 


are planted in drills, thirty inches 
apart between the rows, and the soy 
beans are dropped about two inches 
apart in the drill. Full Information 
for growing the soy bean, with list 
of soy bean] growers who have seed, 
can be secured by addressing 
the 


College of Agriculture, Madison. Soy 
bean hay is nearly equivalent to al- 
falfa hay for feeding purposes, and 
certain varities of soy beans do ex- 
ceptionally well in Wisconsin."
